The one line of British manufacture that seems to hold its own 
is blue dungaree, which is bought freely by the natives, although 
the duty is heavy.

POSSIBILITIES OF PAPER PULP MANUFACTURE 
FROM CAPE FIBRES. 


The Cape of Good Hope “ Agricultural Journal” for February 
_ publishes reports on Cape fibres and their possibilities for paper 
making, prepared in connection with the samples exhibited at 
the last South African Products Exhibition in London, from 
which the following particulars are extracted :— 

A sample of Matjesgoed fibre was readily converted into paper 
pulp on being treated with caustic soda under suitable conditions. 
‘The amount of pulp obtained was 35 per cent. of the raw material. 
The unbleached pulp is fairly strong, and could be used for some 
grades of paper; it would be worth about 6/. to 7l. per ton if 
found suitable for wrapping paper. When bleached and further 
treated, the pulp is much weaker, and apparently noé very suitable 
for the manufacture of white paper. 

A sample of Palmiet fibre broke readily when handled, and did 
not appear to ke of much use, but it evidently did not fairly 
represent the normal condition of the plant, as the ordinary 
Palmiet leaf is very tough and strong. This material, when boiled 
with caustic soda under pressure in the usual way, gave an unsatis- 
factory pulp, in consequence of the conditions of treatment, but the 
experiment could not be repeated owing to lack of further samples. 
The percentage of the paper-making fibre was 42 per cent., and 
the pulp obtained was tough, in spite of the fibres being short. It 
would be worth about 61. to 7/. per ton, and could be used if blended 
with a small proportion of a long-fibred pulp. 

A specimen of Papkuil fibre was readily converted into pulp on 
being treated with caustic soda, the amount obtained being about 
__30 per cent. Ifthe moist stems of the plant are omitted, the yield 
is considerably higher. The pulp is of a good colour, and fairly 
tough, and could be used for the manufacture of paper, although

bleaching reduces the strength. The value would be 6l: to 71. 
per ton. 

It is suggested that a small plant for the treatment of 8 to 12 
tons per week would provide the opportunity of making practical 
investigations with many varieties of fibre, and supply the paper- 
maker with quantities large enough for him to determine the 
commercial value of each. The pulpcould be made into convenient 
bales and shipped to England for trial. The cost of working an 
experimental plant of this character is, of course, no criterion of 
the cost of manufacture on a large scale. An expert practical pulp 
maker, assisted by four or five unskilled labourers, could carry on 
all the necessary operations. 

There are, continues the ‘“‘ Agricultural Journal,” many points 
to be considered on the subject of a paper trade industry for South 
Africa. The question of the suitability of the various fibres must 
be settled by laboratory investigations and by the manufacture of 
sample sheets of paper by a qualified expert. The supply of 
fibrous materia] must be abundant and fairly permanent, since the 
output of a paper mill likely to secure sufficient results would be 
100 to 150 tons per week. The utilisation of native products 
exclusively for paper manufacture would demand a serious enquiry 
into sources of supply. TF urther, the necessity of importing 
caustic soda, alum, size, and other chemicals, together with the 
price of labour and the initial outlay for a factory, would have to 
be taken into account when considering the question of erecting 
paper mills. The question of paper pulp for export to countries 
where paper is made is at present, in the opinion of the “ Agricul- 
tural Journal,” a much more likely proposition, and should it be 
found possible to manufacture pulp from certain selected suitable 
fibres on a large and profitable scale, the question of the paper 
industry would assume a more practical and commercial form. 














MINERAL RESOURCES OF NEWFOUNDLAND. 


The Board of Trade have received from the Minister of Mines in 
Newfoundland a copy of the ‘‘ Newfoundland Illustrated Tribune ” 
containing an article on the mineral resources of the Colony, 
from which the following is taken:— 

The mineral deposits at present being worked are situated along 
the sea coast. ‘The vast interior of the island, containing from 
4,000 to 5,000 square miles of mineral hearing formation, is 
practically untouched. This formation is of the serpentine 
character, and belongs to the Quebec group of the lower Silurian, 
or to the middle Lauzon division. ‘This formation is admitted to 
be the metalliferous zone of North America. In Newfoundland 
this formation is rich in copper ore, the ore usually carrying silver 
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Mineral Resources of Newfoundland. 
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gold and nickel. The area of this formation, according to the 
most accurate estimates, is about 5,000 square miles. .In the 
north-éast. district of the island the Lauzon division is developed, 
and it isin this formation the Tilt Cove and other northern copper 
ore deposits are found. .-The natural trend of the rivers, lakes, and 
bays, as well as the mountain ranges, is :north-east south-west. 
The island has three well defined mineral zones, which. extend 
from the north-east coast to the south-west coast. | 


Iron Pyrites.—Iron pyrites has been mined at Pilley’s Island for 
the past 15 years, and the supply is yet visible for years. The ore 
gives 54 per cent. sulphur, and is superior to Spanish pyrites. The 
annual output is 40,000 tons. The entire output is shipped to 
New York. | 


Iron Ore.—In 1895 the Wabana iron ore (hematite) mine was 
opened at Bell Island, about 12 miles from St. John’s City. This 
deposit is one of the most striking in the world. ‘The ore lies 
in two parallel beds, dipping about nine degrees in a northerly 
direction. The strike is about 40 degrees east-south, 40 degrees 
west. From the outcrop down,.a distance of 1,500 feet in the 
direction of the dip, the covering is soil from 14 feet to 8 feet thick. 
This section of the deposit has been mined and shipped at a very 
low price, the actual figures being 39 cents f.o.b. Wabana, all 
charges included, the cost of ore laid down at the Dominion Iron & 
Steel Company’s docks in Sydney, C.B., being 70 cents per ton. 
The ore near the outcrops is worked by open cuts; the ore further 
down the incline is worked by slopes. The daily output from 
slopes and open cut is 7,500 tons. Of this tonnage, the Dominion 
Iron & Steel Company mine 5,000 tons, and the Nova Scotia Steel & 
Coal Company 2,500 tons. 

The land deposit is about three miles in length and bas an 
average width of three-eighths of a mile. ‘lhe upper bed is from 
7 to 9 feet thick.and contains about 20,000,000 tons. It gives about 
54 per cent. metallic iron. The lower bed runs from 9 to 17 feet 
in thickness; it is of far greater extent than the upper bed, and 
contains about 40,000,000 tons. Its general analysis gives 52 per 
cent. of metallic iron. There are two other deposits on the east 
containing about 1,000,000 tons, and one on the extreme west of 
the island, the probable estimate of which is between two and three 
million tons. 

On the main land north from Wabana, and distant about 15 
miles, a large deposit of iron ore has been uncuvered ; seams from 
6 feet to 8 feet thick have been found, but the extent of these 
seams has not yet been accurately defined. The area over which 
the ore extends is about nine square miles, so a very conservative 
estimate of the ore in this section would be at from 30 to 40 
million tons. The ore runs about 62 per cent., or it may be 
classed as a magnetite. 
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TRADE OF SEISTAN AND KAIN (PERSIA). 


The following information relating to the trade of the Persian 
Provinces of Seistan and Kain has been received from H.M. 
Consul there (Major R. Li Kennion) :— 

The British Indian trade of Seistan is in the hands of a small 
colony of Indian traders, who have their shops, about a dozen in 
number, in the Nasratabad bazaar, and who import goods by the 
Nushki route. 

Birjand, the capital of Kain, is an important trading centre, this 
fact being chiefly due to its geographical position. Old established 
trade exists between this town and the capitals of the neighbouring 
Persian Provinces, and caravans from the Kainat journey to places 
as far distant as Tehran and Ispahan, to the Persian Gulf ports, 
and to Herat and other towns of Afghanistan. No ‘British or 
British Indian subjects are engaged in the trade with the Kainat, 
all the trade with the United Kingdom and India being in the 
hands of Birjand merchants, who send caravans with local produce 
to the Persian Gulf ports and the trade marts in the interior. The 
caravans return with foreign goods or Persian goods of the kind 
required. 

The trade of the United Kingdom and India with Seistan and 
Kain is chiefly in the following commodities, the figures given 
referring to the year ended 19th February, 1907 :— 

Cotton piece-goods and yarns—-the demand for these has 
remained steady, and the value of the imports was 8,5001.; tea— 
the imports showed a slight decline, the value being 2,2001.; 
indigo—the demand remains steady, and the value of the imports 
was 8,000/. ; spices—the demand remains steady, the value of the 
imports being 1,700/.; sugar—the imports from the Gulf ports 
have increased, the greater part coming from Marseilles. Persians 
will use only loaf sugar when drinking tea; leather goods—these 
show a decline, due probably to Russian competition; kerosene 
oil—this was imported from Russia to the value of 1,000/., and 
from India and the Gulf ports to the value of 1501. It would be 
imported more from India if packed in iron drums, like the 
Russian oil; iron and steel—the imports from Russia have in- 
creased, while those from India have declined; wool—the exports 
(value 5,000/., of which Russia took 3,000/. worth) have increased 
considerably ; carpets—these were exported from Kain to Khorasan 
to the value of 18,0001: ; saffron—the value of the exports to India 
and the Gulf ports was 2,500/. ; hides and skins, chiefly sheep and 
goat skins—these were exported to India and the Gulf ports to the 
value of 400/., and to Russia to the value of 3501. 

It should be noted that Persia is a country of wide area and 
scanty population. In the part of Persia under review, British 
and Indian goods always command prices which afford an ample 
margin of profit. There is not, however, sufficient demand for any 
one class of goods to make it worth the manufacturer’s while to 
send agents, but general agents are required. 
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Trade of Seistan and Kain (Persia). 





The Consul quotes from the Manager, of the Seistan Branch 
of the Imperial Bank of Persia, who says:—‘“If trade in Persia 
is ever to be a success, it must be ventured upon by people 
who have been brought up in business and who can afford 
to wait for a year or so before seeing large returns for 
their labours. They must come prepared to stay, and gradually 
extend their business up as far as Birjand, and from there to 
Tarbat-i Haidari, and so on to Nishapur, Sabzawar and Shahrud. 
These are all important centres, doing their buying in Birjand and 
Meshed. It is a known fact that some Indian goods imported vid 
the Nushki route to Meshed actually find their way back to 
Birjand, and from there to the other towns mentioned.” 

With regard to foreign competition the Consul states that Russian 
trade made steady. progress during the year 1906-7. In Seistan 
its success is due to the operations of the Russian Bank, which are 
pushed in a methodical ard very energetic manner. ‘They appoint 
agents in all the large villages, and these agents are supplied with 
goods from the Nasratabad office on payment of a deposit, or more 
often on a bond executed by two guarantors known to the Bank, 
and they have, it is stated, to bind themselves not to obtain goods 
elsewhere. The whole output of the carpet looms of the Kainat, in 
value not less than 20,000/. annually, is exported vid Russia to 
Constantinople, whence the carpets are re-exported to America, and 
Europe, many of them doubtless to the United Kingdom. British 
and Indian carpet dealers, should, says the Consul, turn their eyes 
to this source of supply. (See pp. 592-3 of the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 19th March for an article dealing with the

Colony. Before these travellers have departed on their outward 
journey, owing to the fact that the sample baggage would be 
refused by the station-masters at Durban and Maritzburg, the 
outward Customs Union forms have been filled up and handed in. 
The negligent omission, by the travellers, to obtain the return 
Customs Union forms has involved the Colony in serious loss—the 
sums paid over on the original outward documents, having been 
paid away, and consequent on the omission to obtain and hand i in 
the inward documents, not returned to Natal. 

The omission in question is a breach of the Customs Union 
Convention and Regulations, and renders’ the traveller and firm 
liable to a penalty equal to treble the duty paid value of the goods 
or 100/., whichever may be sued for. 

It is stated in the notice that any offender or offending firm will, 
in future, be prosecuted. ‘Travellers should obtain a supply of the 
Customs Union Forms pertaining to the colony 2 in which they may 
be travelling.

Denttenties of the Journal” of 20th February last, respecting the 
ee doubling of the Trans-Siberian Railway, H.M. 
Railwa Embassy at St. Petersburg reports that work 
y has been postponed on certain sections of the 
line, and there only remains the Achinsk-Irkutsk section, 768 miles 
in length, on which work is already being carried on over a distance 
of about 75 miles. Credits are asked for the construction of em- 
bankments and bridges on this section estimated at 3,924,940/., 
and it is not expected that its duplication will be completed before 

the end of 1911. 

There is a proposal to join up the Trans-Siberian and Northern 
railways, and if Omsk is made the junction, the connecting line 
will be 345 miles long and cost about 3,368,420/. It should also 
be noted that the Council of Ministers have approved a proposal 
to commence the construction of the Tiumen-Omsk Railway during 
the present year. 

No definite plan has yet been drawn up regarding the Amur 
Railway, but it is proposed that it shall run entirely in Russian 
territory, skirting the northern border of Manchuria. Assuming, 
as is probable, that it will start from Karymskaia, on the Trans- 
Siberian Railway, and finish at Khabarovsk, it will be about 1,320 
miles long and will cost over 21,000,000/. In these circumstances 
the Trans-Siberian Railway will be duplicated from Omsk to Kary- 
mskaia, at a probable cost of 13,160,000/, which, together with the 
cost of construction of the Tiumen-Omsk and Amur Railways, 
amounts to a grand total of 37,528,420/. The realisation of the 
entire scheme is, of course, distant.

MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY, 


CEYLON.

The ‘Ceylon .Observer” states that one of the most important 
finds made in connection with the Mineralogical 
Thorianite. © Survey of Ceylon when it commenced work four 
years ago, was the discovery in the beds of 
some rivers and streams of thorianite. Attention was then 
specially given to the examination of localities in which minerals 
containing thorium might occur, and numerous streams were 
examined and results of much importance obtained. Samples 
were secured from the Madola and Bambara Botuwa watersheds, 
Balangona Diniduma Welimada, in the Uva Province, and a few 
other places. The mineral was prospected for by private indi- 
viduals in likely localities, and in 1905 the first shipments were 
made from the Island. The output was considered satisfactory 
for a commencement, 179 cwt., valued at Rs. 74,315, being 
exported that year. ‘Unfortunately, this valuable mineral is not 
found in large quantities and the area of distribution is also 
limited. Though prospecting was carried on, the quantities 
obtained after the first year were small, the supply apparently 
thinning out, and in 1906 the total exports only came to 52 cwt. 
of the value of Rs. 25,199. The quantity is now getting less, and 
10 cwt., valued at Rs. 4,750, represented the shipment of *the 

mineral last year.

Among others, the following metallurgical undertakings have 
joined: South Russian Dnieprovienne, Russian - Belgian, 
Novorossisk Co., Uralsko-Volsko-Belgian, Russian Providence, 
and the Moscow Metallurgical Works. The capital of the combine 
amounts to 150 million roubles. Negotiations with other under- 
takings are being continued, and many of those in Poland and the 
northern and Baltic regions have expressed the desire to join. 
The consent of the Russian Government is required before the 
combine becomes effective.

Seymour Bell) reports that the feature of the 
cotton goods trade in that country in 1907 was 
the continued increase in the manufacture of 
goods of superior quality and high price. The sale of fine fancy 
cotton goods has progressed rapidly. The demand has been good, 
and British manufacturers would do well to pay particular attention

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to the requirements of Americans if they wish to retain the trade 
they are at present doing. 

Worsted fabrics were in more request in 1907 than woollens, 
and the present indications point to a continued preference for the 
former. 

Many varieties of attractive textiles have been produced by 
the domestic mills, and they are approximating more nearly to the 
quality of imported goods than ever before. ‘Those. British manu- 
facturers, therefore, who are in a position to offer attractive novel- 
ties will have the best chance of increasing their trade. 

It must be remembered that, owing to the fact that people have 
been willing to pay more for their goods during the past few years, 
the manufacturers in the country have been encouraged to spend 
more on improving their works and producing novelties. Goods 
of all description are now being finished better than ever before and 
both mechanical and artistic improvements have become evident. 

As regards dress goods, worsted fabrics were more in favour 
than woollen, as the fashion was for light-weight materials. The 
demand for these is likely to continue during the present year.

BRITISH INDIA, 


The “Indian Trade Journal” of 27th February contains the 
following particulars respecting the 1907 crop 
of Egyptian cotton in Sind, by Mr. G. S. 
Henderson, Second Deputy Director of Agricul- 
ture in the Bombay Presidency :— 

During the season of 1907 the area sown with Egyptian cotton 
was 6,335 acres. An area of about 2,000 acres was sown with

Abassi seed obtained from the 1906 crop ginned in Sind. The 
remaining area was sown with Mit-Afiti seed imported from Egypt. 

In the early part of the season practically no boll-worm 
appeared on the Egyptian cotton, but a considerable amount was 
found on Sindhi cotton grown in the same district. The cultiva- 
tion is in most cases very poor, many cultivators broadcast the 
seed on the flat after one ploughing and pay no attention to 
thinning or weeding. In nearly all cases, too, the irrigation has 
been excessive, which is a certain means of lowering the grade of 
the staple. The results of this over-irrigation may be seen on the 
growing crop, viz., large masses of foliage developed at the 
expense of bolls and the ground covered with weeds. In some 
individual cases, however, the crop looks well. There seems to be 
no reason why, with proper cultivation and rotation, returns of 
1,000 to 1,500 lb. of seed cotton per acre should not be obtained on 
land free from alkali. 

The following is an approximate estimate of the 1907 crop, 
provided the boll-worm does not increase to any large extent :—

The value should average Rs. 11 per maund of veed cotton. It 
is improbable that better results will be obtained in the near 
future, unless this cultivation attracts European planters. The 
Sindhi cultivators do not care for the increased trouble caused 
by the crop, and much prefer the cultivation of indigenous cotton 
or of food-grains.

GERMAN NEW GUINEA. 
H.M. Ambassador at Berlin reports that the German Colonial 
Society, with the assistance of the Imperial 
Government, and in conjunction with those 
interested in industries in which rubber is used, 
have promoted an expedition to proceed to New 
(guinea in order to investigate the possibilities 
which that island may offer for the cultivation of gutta percha. 
The objects of the expedition will be to introduce a system for the 
collection of gutta percha and rubber in New Guinea, for use for 
deep-sea cables, and to obtain the labour of the native population 
for the collection of this article. ‘The expedition will start from 
7 and proceed between the Oertzen and Finisterre ranges to 
the valley of the Upper Ramu. Later, the north-western slopes 
of the Bismarck range will be prospected for rubber, and finally 
an excursion will be made in a south-easterly direction as far as 


the Huon Gulf.

FRANCE—NEW CALEDONIA. 
The Acting British Consul at Noumea has forwarded a copy 
of the statutes of the ‘‘Union Cotonniére 
wetane Calédonienne,” a society established at Bourail 
aeyenan: for the encouragement of cotton cultivation in 
New Caledonia. It appears that experiments that have already 
been conducted in this industry have given promising results. 
New Caledonian agriculturists are, however, not counting so much 
on the culture of the herbaceous varieties as on that of certain 
kinds of tree cotton plants that have long been acclimatised 
there. One of these latter came from Peru, and a sample of the 
staple has been well reported upon by experts to whom it has been 
submitted. It is believed that under proper conditions tree cotton 
can be produced which will fetch three francs a kilogramme 
at Havre. 
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FRANCE—CORSICA. 
The ‘‘ Dépéche Coloniaie ” of 7th March publishes an article on 
the possibilities of cotton cultivation in Corsica, 
in which it is stated that a cotton-growimg 
experiment was made at Capanelli last year, 
the commercial value of the unginned cotton 
produced being estimated at 1°40 franc per kilogramme. ‘The con- 
clusion drawn is that cotton can be cultivated successfully in Corsica, 
even under rather unfavourable climatic conditions, provided the 
variety chosen for cultivation is adapted to the climate.

MEXICO.

named for a period of ten years reckoning from the date of the 
former contract. 

The same “ Diario” notifies the signing of a contract between 
the Government and C. Lic. Roberto A. Esteva Ruiz, elucidating a 
former contract dated 18th September, 1906 (and notified in the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of the 18th October, p. 129). The 
new contract authorises Mr. George F. Archer, or any company he 
may organise for the purpose, to exploit guano in the islands of 
Arcas and Arenas, in the Gulf of Mexico, during a period of ten 
years counting from the date of the former contract. 

The “ Diario” of the 2nd March publishes the text of a similar 
contract between the Government and Mr. Benito Judrez for the 
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exploitation of guano, for a period of ten years, in the islands of 
Duncan, Rasa, San Martin, Elide, San Jer6énimo, San Luis and . 
Adelaida, in the Pacific Ocean.
